MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT: Meeting with Colonel Edwin P. Leonard, USAF, Deputy 
Director for Support, Defense Intelligence Agency 


1. On 3 August stimulated by his initiative we had Colonel Edwin P. 

Leonard, USAF, Deputy Director for Support, Defense Intelligence Agency 25X1 
for lunch and briefing. Mr. Wattles and | [ participated. 

2. Colonel Leonard has been in his job for about one year having 
been lifted from an assignment as a commander of a heavy transport outfit 
to come into a completely new world - his first assignment in intelligence, 
in the Pentagon, in the Washington area. He responded to our briefing on 
our organization with a description of his directorate. The prime differences 
are his having responsibility for computers and for central reference, and 
the comparatively smaller size of his organization. 

3. Colonel Leonard described a variety of problems and diff iculties 
which he has encountered and some of his accomplishments or proposed 
solutions. He has devoted much attention to inter-personal communication 
of all levels and to space requirements. On the former he was intrigued 
with our 24 -hour Security Duty Officer system and the range of benefits and 
services. On the latter he foresees as the only solution the DA consolidation 
in the new Defense office building proposed for Bolling Field. Colonel Leonard 
expressed particular interest in secrecy agreement forms and in multi-level 
computer security procedures. We agreed to provide copies of our secrecy 
agreement forms probably as incorporated into Judge Bryan's opinion on the 
Marchetti case. (We forwarded a copy of that document on 8 August. )
